In the new philosophy, ideas should be represented 
as being as indestructible'as matter. There is no 
such thing as extinction. Time was that when a 
literary notion—plot: or story—was once used, it 
was “used up.” » But the ancients were thriftless 
ecbnomists. .They flared away the candles of 
their minds. Now, Mr. Bappagr’s “ economy of 
manufacture” is as well understood in literature 
as in commerce, and nothing is wasted. As the 
old coat of to-day becomes new cloth to-morrow, and 
the imperial rescripts of the fourth estate were 
but yesterday old rags—the Opera rises phonix- 
like from the ashes of the seareely incinerated 
drama, and the author is employed to wield a 
harlequin’s wand, and convert a sensation play 
into a new fabric, which serves to “ even harmo« 
nidus numbers to melodious verse.” 

Ordinarily, doubtless, the libretto of an opera is 
considered of trifling moment. It is held in popt- 
lar estimation as the equivalent of the dialogne in 
a modern drama—a mere tink ‘to bind broken 
bridges, foaming * cataracts—of ‘calico and tin foil 
—explosions of gunpowder, and acrobatic leaps 
together. It is an isthmus) vonnecting occasional 
cohtinents of music+that is all: Of course, it is 
desirable that the words'of ‘certain ‘songs in the 
cohstruction should ‘bé'popular, and in*some de- 
gree adequate to thé weight ‘of the music they 
may « Vv. \o sustain, but experience has shown 
that neither -iterary nor graminatical weotraicy 
is ‘at all nece sary ‘to publié recognition, The 
libretto, prop: rly, should bevas’ the’ yold of the 
jeweller, to the’ settitig of the gems ‘of itielody, of 
Which the opera may be enri¢hed: But this 
notion is as Utopiati as would be the denrand for 
dialogue in a modern drama,’ Without regirding 
therefore any such theory, it must be confecsed 
that Mr. Brovenam in converting the play of 7% 
Duke's Motto into the ‘opera of Blache te’ Nevers, 
acquitted himself with more poetic, and even 
literary acumen, than any one acquainted with the 
didlogue of Bel Demonio, or The Duke's Motto; would 
believe possible; and with ‘even more artistie 
ability than is ordinarily found in libretti. *“With- 
out any particular merit of dialogue’or expression, 
this last work of the author, mdeed, illustwates the 
constructive skill which made his Playing with Fire 
oné of the best acting and- most amusing comedies 
of the past ten years. The story is compressed 

with ingenuity, and with that mastery of the sub- 
which could alone arise from so perfect a 
knowledge of stage necessity as the author un- 
doubtedly possesses. Granted the theme, which 
is more or less unsuited. by its complication of 
incident and involved -plot, and the: conversion 
must be aeknowledged to have been both ingen- 
idusly axd skilfully effected. For it must be-esti- 
mated, that, as the-drama of ‘The Duke's Motto 
depended on scenery and situation, and the acting 
of one or two of fhe principals for suecess; no story 
could apparently have been less suited for he 

metamorphosis.

Lagardere 
now enters, to a chorus of gipsies in his honour, 
and returns thanks, as bad orators do at a convi- 
vial meeting, in a song, in which he describes him- 
celf as “happy as a king,” and which he prefaces 
with a display of that large-handed g>nerosity in 
the disbursement of money which be'ongs so pe- 
culiarly to the stage. Blanche, the heroine, Miss 
Louisa Pyng, is at this point introduced, her voice, 
as is perhaps fit with an operatic prima donna, being 
heard first in a song sung at the wings, the burden 
of which is also that she is “ joyous, free, and light 
hearted.” ‘The song concluded, she runs on the 
stage to Lagardere, and the two lovers immediately 
prove their happiness by being doleful in concert, 
the ensemble being “There’s sadness pictured in 
his (Lagardere’s) face.” The duel between the 
dancing-master, Esop, and Lagardere follows, and 
Blanche expresses her grief at the absence of her 
lover in a passionate burst of melody—“ There is 
a void within my heart.” Zillah enters to console 
her “ dear sister,” and convey the intelligence of 
her own good fortune, which gives o2casion for a 
duet, with which and achorus of gipsies, “ Hurrah 
for a Gipsy Queen,” on the departure of Zillah, and 
a quartette by Gonszagues, (Mr. Weiss); Lagardere, 
(Me. Harrison); Blanche, (Miss Pyne); and 
Zillah, (Miss Hrs), the act concludes. 

The scene next draws up—as in the drama—at 
the Posada on Peyrolles, who is (solus) indulging in 
moral reflections on his want of personal courage, 
which he charges to himself with great candour 
in a song, “ Oh what an unfortunate humbug am 
I,” a composition not without merit, but perhaps 
a shade more farcical and broad than such pro- 
ductions in opera generally. The whole of this 
act follows closely on the drama, the love scene 
between Lagardere and Blanche—which gave so 
fine an occasion for the display of Mz. Fecnrer’s 
ability as an actor—being enshrined in a duet. 
The scene ends with the announcement of the 
Regent's ball, the scene in the council being 
much the same as in the drama; and the third act 
opens with a deviation from the play, the inter- 
view between Lagardere and Blanche being pre- 
ceded by a song from the latter,

which crystallises some rather pretty imagery in 
very exceptional grammar. Indeed, in this, as 
in the rest of the songs, there is considerable 
confusion of nominative cases, the line, “ By love 
attracted like the mighty sea,” suggesting that 
well-known line of (Satan) Montcomery’s wherein 
“Waters meander upward to their fount,” rather 
than that the rivers are poetically supposed to be 
attracted to the sea, which is presumedly the no- 
tion of the librettist. Blanche ani Lagardere 
now join ina duet. The scene between Lagardere 
and the Regent is excised and Lagardsre receives 
his safeguard by post. The second scene in this 
act is the Regent's ball, ia which the ballet takes 
place, and the dénouement of the glove, with the 
discomfiture of the gallant Henri ~ as in the 
drama. 

In the 4th and concluding act the chief altera- 
tions are comprised in the change of the prison 
scene, in which Peyrolles is sent to assassinate the 
hero of the piece. In the drama, the intended 
victim seizes the sword of the executioner, and 
escapes in his dress, which he makes him strip 
from his own person. As, presumably, the dis- 
parity between Mr. Hargison’s and Mr. J. Rovsx’s 
stature throw an obstacle in the way of such an 
exchange, lest it should suggest a similar change 
by Too.z and Paut Bprorp in Valentine's Day, 
Corcordasse enters and gives Lagardere the Hunch- 
back’s coat and disguise, by which the enemy of 
Conzagues escapes, passing through the guardroom, 
where the soldiers are engaged in drinking. These, 


at the opening of the act, commence with a 
chorus, “ A cup to the soldicr’s trade fill high,” 
and the scene closes with a song by Cocordasse, 
Friendship — (“ Love may have its pleasures I 
freely admit”) — rather malap’opos after the 
suggestion by the singer that Esop has been just 
engaged in cutting the throat of the prisoner— 
“ Remorseless villain! what atrocious deed has he 
been doing!” The rest of the opera, to its close, 
follows the drama, with the exception that the 
almost farcical and melodramatic entry of the 
Regent, in the midst of a situation to the sound of 
the clock, is spared, and a more natural and not 
less effective conclusion and dénouement are ten- 
dered. 

In conclusion, Mr. Brovenam is entitled to 
considerable praise. for his labours. It is true that 
the libretto is not well adapted for music, and 
encumbers the musician with long and tedious 
dialogues; yet it is difficult to see how they were 
to be avoided—and they seem rather the misfor- 
tune incidental to the story itself, than to the 
treatment of the author. In summary, a lighter 
theme would have been, perhaps, more suited to 
the composer; but, presuming that the choice lay 
neither with the musician nor the librettist, it is 
only fair to say that as much as could have been 
accomplished with the material, has been achieved. 
With respect to the dialogue, it is almost verbatim 
et literatim that of the play. The songs are 
suggestive and poetic in imagining; and, though 
they are a little loose in construction, and would 
have been better had their grammar been more 
attended to, are equal to the ordinary run of such 
compositions. For the rest, the story is told 
succinctly; and the author has shown that he 
understands the value of action, even if somewhat 
regardless of accuracy or finish of composition. 

We have devoted so large a space to the dis- 
cussion of the libretto of the new opera, that we 
shall content ourselves for the present with 
a simple report of the proceedings at the Roryan 
Eneuisu Opzra, Covent Garden, on last Saturday 
night. To say that the whole opera was all but 
encored from beginning to end, that every solo, 
duet, or concerted piece received the most enthu- 
siastic greetings, that the first entrance of every 
actor or actress before the footlights brought down 
thunders of applause, to be renewed again and 
again on his or hers second and third appearance, 
on his or hers change of wig, coat, dress, or general 
make-up—to say all this of the first night’s per- 
formance of an English opera, as presented at 
Covent GARDEN, is a twice-told tale, falling heed- 
lessly enough upon the ears of a long accustomed 
public. In a disease of such old standing, it is 
the province of the discreet critic to leave well 
alone, and content himself with merely recording 
its signs. We will therefore hastily pass on to 
the salient, or rather the more popular points of 
the music. 

In the first act, Mr. Harrison has assigned to 
him “ When I think of the days that are gone,” 
an air that is altogether below the average of 
merit observable in other portions of the opera. 
The refrain on the words, “I’m happy, yes, as 
happy as a king,” presents a singularly unwelcome 
vulgarity of tone, and the sinzer’s manner in this 
instance proved inadequate to redeem it from so 
unfortunate a peculiarity. In the recitative im- 
mediately preceding this song, another eccentricity 
on the part of the executant is observable, where 
Lagadére, in giving money to the gipsies, wishes 
from his “‘so-hole ’twas more.” On looking to the 
words we find Mr. Harrison’s dissyllable a substi- 
tution for “soul.” Perhaps the prettiest morceau 
in this act is the duet for Blanche and Zillah, “Oh! 
what a boundless joy,” with a quaint accompani- 
ment of the basses. 

The second act commences with a capital thing 
in its way, a comic song rather adapted for 
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martial coward of Shakespeare’s “ All’s Well that 
Ends Well,” makes very good capital out of 
“Oh! what an unfortunate humbug am I.” Soon 
after Mr. Harrison gives us a pretty and flowing 
song, “ Wilt thou think of me ?”,in the style of 
Auber, which he sings with much sweetness and 
an occasional admirable use of the falsetto, 
Hitherto the songs accorded to Miss Pyne deserve 
no special mention as specimens of Mr. Baurr’s 
melodic power, though all praise must be awarded 
to the artiste for the wonderful facility with which 
she overcomes their executive difficulties. With 
the exception of an aria assigned to the Prin. 
cess (Miss Emma Heyrwoop), “Time, with re- 
luctant step, moves on,” there is nothing of 
note to particularise at present, Mr. Baurn’s 
Pegasus being weighted with far too heavy 
a libretto to leave full play for his native 
fire. The gem of the opera will doubtless be found 
by all in the third act, where the duet, “ Must we 
part,” for Legardére and Blanche is sung and acted 
to perfection by Miss Pyne and Mr. Harrison. 
In this happy effusion of the composer, the latter 
fully redeems anything we may have had to object 


| to in the earlier part of the performance. 


The second scene in this act opens upon a very 
pretty view of the Regent's (Mr. St. ALBYN) palace 
and gardens, as prepared for the al fresco ball, 
under the light of the moon. The dance music 
for the grand ballet here given is piquant, racy, 
and original, the garotte calling for special notice. 

As yet none of the choruses have been able to 
arrest our attention. In the opening of the fourth 
and last act, however, Mr. Bars redeems his re- 
putation, and makes his soldiers troll a very 
merry, merry song, with bell accompaniment. 
A little further on, Lagardére, Cocardasse (Mx. H. 
Corr1), and The Prince of Gonzagues (Mr. W. H. 
Weiss), have each a song thrust into their parts out 
of all rhyme and reason. The most noticeable 
feature towards the close of the opera is the scene 
between Blanche and Lagardére, where Mr. Baurr 
has resorted to some happy effects. Mr. ALFrep 
Me.on is entitled to all praise for the ability 
with which he performed his arduous task. The 
new and romantic scenery fully sustained the re- 
putation of Mr. T. Grieve, while Mr. W. H. 
Paynx further charmed the audience by his ad- 
mirable arrangement of the dances.

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NATIONAL CHORAL SOCIETY. 

The fourth season of this society of Mr. G. W. 
Martin’s creation, commenced on Wednesday 
evening, at Exeter Haut, with a performance of 
Handel’s oratorio, “‘ Judas Maccabaus.” The prin- 
cipal vocalists announced were Mdlle. Parepa, 
Miss Palmer, Mr. Sims Reeves, and Mr. Santley. 
Mr. Reeves, however, was unable to fulfil his en- 
gagement, as he was still suffering from the 
hoarseness which has entailed so serious a loss 
upon him of late. In his place, Mr. Cummins was 
announced, having undertaken the tenor part at 
very short notice. On the whole, the performance 
was very satisfactory. The principals were sing- 
ing their best, and Mr. Cummins, who is not 
amenable to criticism on this occasion, was 
awarded a unanimous encore in “ Sound an alarm!” 
The chorus in several of the numbers distinguished 
iteelf in no common degree; this waz more par- 
ticularly the case in those choruses in which the 
counterpoint is tolerably simple and plain, as in 
“And grant a leader bold,” “ Disdainful of danger,” 
“We hear the pleasing dreadful call,” and “We 
never will bow down.” In these, there was a 
brightness, and, at the same time, breadth of effect, 
which was very fine. In proportion as the part- 
writing becomes more complex, there is a diminu- 
tion of correctness, and the performance is less 
satisfactory. This was very noticeable in the 
choruses, “ Hear us, O Lord,” and “ Fallen is the 
foe.” The National Choral Society is deserving 
of encouragement on account of the good that 
mustresult fromlarge numbers of singers becoming 
more familiar with the works of the great masters 
of the art. In addition to this merit, it presents 
some points from which older societies might, with 
advantage to themselves, and to the audiences 
which attend their displays, take note of. Here 
we have the design of Handel carried out in its 
integrity, and in the choruses the voices are heard 
to great advantage ; the band not being of such 
overwhelming power as to drown them, though at 
the same time the accompaniments are perfectly 
audible. This youthful society is remarkable for 
its immense vigour and enthusiasm. Indeed, so 
much of the latter quality does it possess, that it 
would be for the comfort and advantage of the 
public were a little moderation exercised in its 
use. The greatest amount of applause emanated 
from the orchestra; everything and everyone 
being indiscriminately rewarded with signs of ap- 
proval, and, in one instance, the chorus, instead 
of taking up its part at the proper place, remained 
sitting, and insisted upon an encore of the solo. 
They should be reminded that they are in the 
orchestra for the purpose of taking part in a per- 
formance, which the public is invited to hear upon 
payment. If the present instance had been an 
exception to the general rule, we should not have 
made any remark upon it, but it is, unfortunately 
for the audience, a recognised custom in this 
society.

The opening quintet, one of the early composi- 
tions of Beethoven, was played with a complete- 
ness of execution and general effect that reflected 
the highest credit upon the several artists en- 
gaged in its performance. Every week shows 
signs of progress in the powers of M. Lotto as a 
leader in this difficult species of the musical art. 
Great credit is due to the director for the intro- 
duction of Schuert’s Sonata in B. flat, a compo- 
sition combining simultaneously the two features 
of novelty, for his supporters, and the high clas- 
sical grade of excellence adopted at these concerts. 
Mendelssohn's trio in C minor, for piano, violin, 
and violoncello, is the last of the two written for 
this combination of instruments. It derives es- 
pecial interest from the fact of its being the last 
production in which the composer himself took 
part as a performer, previous to his final depar- 
ture from England. of genius, learning, and 
passionate energy, it is a work that e the 
attention of the educated musician to a higher 
degree than the one in D minor. Those, how- 
ever, who may have first listened to the melodious 
phrases, and first inhaled the dreamy beauty of 
the latter, will always return with freshened in- 
terest and longing desire to the fascinations of 
their early love. Amateurs will always recur to 
it with greater frequency, as offering difficulties 
of a lower order than the one presented on Monday 
evening. Few pianists are possessed of the fixe 
and power to execute the intricate details of the 
trio in C minor. It requires the hand of a perfect 
master of his instrument to give all its astounding 
passages with evenness and intelligibility of effect. 
It is needless to say that the best results were 
obtained by the co-operation of the artists en- 
gaged. To M. Lotto the performance of the “Fan- 
tasia Appassionata” of M. Vieuxtemps was evi- 
dently a labour of love. It is a long composition of 
six parts, and so favourably was it received that the 
audience unanimously called for a second perfor- 
mance of the last movement, a lively saltarello of 
inspiriting effect. The only other encore of the 
evening was awarded to Mr. Santley, for his ad- 
mirable rendering of a most spirited song “‘ The 
Stirrup-cup,” by the popular composer of “ Il 
Bacio.” Signor Arditi seems to have been fortu- 
nate in his selection of the words. It is unneees- 
sary to dilate upon the copious selection taken 
from “ Richard Ceur de Lion,” Mr. Benedict's new 
Cantata having been fully discussed in a recent 
number of The Orchestra. Mr. Santley and Mr. 
Wilbye Cooper did full justice to the ideas of the 
composer. Mr. Benedict accompanied with his 
usual ability. 


CrysTaL Patace Sarurpay Concrrt.—Schu- 
mann’s symphony, No. 4, was given on the 21st, 
and played to perfection. Though abounding in 
that restless wailing expression so characteristic of 
the composer’s style, the whole of this fine work 
has a tangible form and a melodious clearness that 
are unfortunately wanting in many others by the 
great leader of the “future” school. The refine- 
ment of the orchestra was particularly shown in 
the short but beautiful Andante. M. Lotto played 
a Morceau de Salon by Vieuxtemps in a manner 
that lent great charm to the composition, and two 
melodies of his own, an “Andante” and “La 
Fileuse,” the latter by far the more interesting. 
Being recalled, he gave the “Carnival” with a 

recision and finish never excelled by himself. 
Madame Rudersdorff was the chief vocalist, and 
sang Mozart’s “ Non temer amato bene” with all 
purity of expression. Mr. Franklin Taylor ere- 
cuted the pianoforte obligato carefully. Madame 
Rudersdorff afterwards sang a new song by Ran- 
degger, with orchestral accompaniments, called 
“The Fairy Queen.” The jingling of bells is in- 
troduced in a manner strongly suggestive of a 
sleigh ride. Arditi’s charming valse “Il bacio” 
was this lady’s remaining solo. Signor Montel'i’s 
contributions to the vocal portion of the concert 
were “Largo al factotum”’ and a French song by 
Vogel, “ L’Ange Dechu.” The whole concluded 
with Weber’s overture to “ Oberon.”

Cnoristers.—A return has been obtained re- 
specting the chorister boys of cathedrals and col- 
legiate churches. The numbers vary from 10 to 
16, and their duties of course are to attend the 
two daily services and qualify themselves by prac- 
tice; and practice in ene cathedral is described as 
occupying an hour and a half of every week-day. 
The stipends range from 11. to WW. 10s. and. 151. ; 
but Chester is the only place where they are 
stated as beginning so low as ll. Brom Christ- 
church, Oxford, the return is—*‘ 881. to choris- 
ters.” Only eighteen churches have sent returns; 
there are none from Lichfield, Durham, or Win- 
chester, but when the former made returns to the 
Cathedral Commission they described the stipends 
as high, rising at Durham to 271. a year, anda 
201. apprentice fee. At several cathedrals there 
is an apprentice fee on leaving. Choristers re- 
ceive also education, and in some instances it is 
stated to be good; but the present return repre- 
sents that at Windsor and Chichester the cho- 
yisters are educated “ indifferently,” and at West- 
minster, “very indifferently by one of the sa- 
crists,”’ though. they were to receive board and 
education in Westminster School. From Carlisle 
the return is—‘‘A scrambling education at the 
Cathedral Grammar School.’’ One of the minor 
canons of Carlisle, Mr. Livingstone, states, in his 
evidence given last summer before the Common’s 
Committee, on the Ecclesiastical Commission, that 
other boys being educated at the school, the hours 
are such that the choristers cannot get any edu- 
cation worthy of the name, as they are in church, 
or practising, for three or four hours. By the 
foundation, te says, they ought to be provided 
with lodgings, food, and clothing, but me Ae 
neither, and the pay, being only from 31. 3s. to 
7L. 7s., is so very inadequate, that there is great 
difficulty in getting suitable choristers. The pa- 
rent has to sign an ment that the boy can- 
not be removed untif his voice breaks. At Salis-

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a compliment was paid to its excellence by the 
fact that everybody remained until the end. The 
second performance tooh place on Saturday at 
half-past one o'clock. Royalty, represented by 
Princes Alfred and Louis of Hesse, honoured it 
with their presence, and the house (the Music 
Hatt) was crammed. At one o'clock all the 
galleries were filled, and such as could not get 
into the galleries overcrowded the orchestra and 
platform. Punctually to the moment came Prince 
Alfred and the Hessian Prince, and took their 
seats, everybody rising until they were accom- 
modated. And not only did the Princes show 
their good sense by coming punctually, but they 
remained with respectful attention until the close, 
thus setting an example which might have 
been copied with advantage. Carlotta sang 
marvellously well, and astonished everybody by 
revelling in the upper notes, closing on the F in 
alt, and stopping there until the people wondered 
at her. In the duet with Ferranti, “ Quanto 
amore,” from “ L’Elisir,’” she displayed all the 
compass of her flexible voice, and in ‘Comin’ 
through the Rye,” given as an encore, all her 
sweetness and simplicity. The rest did very well 
also, and the instrumental part of the entertain- 
ment was very ably sustained, though one has 
heard the “Carnival” before, which M. Vieuxtemps 
played in answer to an encore. Taking it as a

The solo parts were under- 
taken by Miss Stabbach, Miss Fanny Huddart, 
Herr Reichardt and Mr. W. H. Poole, whose well- 
known vocal abilities only tended to increase 
the disappointments and displeasure of the audi- 
ence with the dull and somewhat monotonous 
character of their respective performances. The 
only redeeming feature in the solo singing was 
the highly pleasing execution of the last dria, 
“Heart, the seat of soft delight,” by Miss Stab- 
bach. Of the choral part, however, of the “ Sere- 
nata” we can with confidence speak in more 
laudatory terms. The choruses were excellently 
given, and it was wonderful to observe, as it was 
pleasant to admire, the complete subjection of 
the “ Union” to the command of the choir- 
master, Mr. H. A. Lambeth, who kept them ex- 
ceedingly well under the beat of his béton. The 
most attractive choruses were, ‘‘ Wretched lovers,” 
* Mourn, all ye muses,” and “ Galatea, dry thy 
tears.” The former of these is a most intrieate 
and difficult composition, and was rendered with 
considerable dramatic effect, to the intense gratifi- 
cation of all present, who unanimously redemanded 
its performance. Part second consisted of a mis- 
cellaneous selection, in which Miss Carlotta Patti 
made her first appearance before a Glasgow an- 
dience. Her reception was all that an artist ¢ould 
desire, so warm and prolonged was the applause 
that greeted her. Her extraordinary vocal powers 
were fully exhibited in her rendering of Eckert’s 
* Echo song,” “ The Queen of Night,” from Zan- 
berflote, and Auber’s Laughing song, ‘“ C’est 
Vhistoire,” the merriment of which seemed to be 
quite infectious, many of the audience being tn- 
able to restrain their inclination to join in the 
quaint and merry laugh of the fair débutante, who 
sings like a bird. It was somewhat disagreeable 
to observe the frequent appearance of the names 
M. Ascher and Vieuxtemps in this part of the 
programme, each of whom seemed too anxious to 
produce his own or the other’s composition; we 
think that this kind of understood arrangement 
should be avoided to a greater extent by such 
artistes. We should have been better pleased with 
one of Beethoven’s or Mozart's sonatas for the 
violin and pianoforte, instead of M. Ascher’s songs 
without words, or “‘ Danse Negre,” which, by the 
way, was certainly a very brilliant piece of execn- 
tion. A little piece of “ Dundrearyism ” cleverly 
performed by M. Ascher, who showed himself 
quite an adept in the imitation, afforded us some 
amusement. This was brought about by an im- 
patient notice from an unappreciating member of 
the audience in the further portion of the hall, 
who seemed tired of M. Ascher’s “ song’’ without 
the “ words.” After the concert was over, and 
the hall cleared of the audience, the Chairman of 
the “ Union,” in behalf of the members, presented 
Mr. Lambeth with a handsome writing desk and a 
purse of sovereigns, as a token of their esteem for 
his merits as a conductor.

Sight-singing made Kasy. A Manual for Choirs, 
Schools, and Choral Societies, intended to em. 
brace the advantages of the Tonic Sol-fa 

system with the ordinary Musical Notation. 
This manual, though not pretending to any 
originality, either in plan, principle, matter, or 
arrangement, possesses the advantage of placing 
before the uninitiated school-child or adult of 
ordinary capacity a simple and gradual introduction 
to the successive stages of musical difficulties, 
The Sol-fa system, which is pursued in this 
method, consists in adopting but one model seale, 
and applying this measurement indifferently to 
the several ranges of pitch included in the octave, 
Thus the pupil has but one scale of intervals to 
remember, and it is a matter of no embarassment 
as to the point in the gamut of his voice where he 
chooses to pitch his standard key-note “Do.” 
Great commendation can be bestowed upon the 
chapter or clefs, the treatment of which is 
singularly comprehensive, clear, and succinct. 
The manual concludes with some general hints on 

the cultivation and management of the voice.

COVENT GARDEN OPERA HOUSE. 
KNOX V. GYE. 

Pursuant to special leave given, Sir Hugh Cairns, 
Q.C. (Mr. Giffard, Q.C., and Mr. Townsend with 
him), moved on Wednesday for leave to amend 
the bill in the above suit, by stating and setting 
forth therein the will of Mr. Arthur Henry Thistle- 
thwaite ; the probate of the same by Col. Knox, 
on the 6th of November last; the payment of the 
separate debts, funeral and testamentary expenses 
of the deceased; and that it was alleged by defen- 
dant (Mr. Gye), and was the fact, that deceased 
executed the said will on the honourable under- 
standing that his estate, in case of his death, 
should be held harmless against any liabilities of 
the Covent Garden Opera House. It was argued 
for Col. Knox that the prayer of the original bill 
asking for relief as to his share in Mr. Thistle- 
thwaite’s 12,0001. justified the amendment being 
allowed. 

Mr. Rolt, Q.C,, Mr. Wobhouse, Q.C., and Mr. 
Martindale, on behalf of Mr. Gye, opposed the 
motion on the ground that the Court gives leave 
to amend a bill only as to the issues actually 
raised by the original bill, and not as to issues 
that might be raised; and that to allow Col. Knox 
now to amend his bili in the way proposed would 
be to allow him to make a new case entirely at 
variance with that made by his bill; that he had 
been advised as long as February, 1862, that it 
would be necessary to prove the will, and amend 
his bill by the statement of the will; that he had 
not acted upon that advice, and that now he was 
too late to ask suck a favour.

COURT OF PROBATE AND DIVORCE. 
BALFE V. CRAMPTON. 


Dr. Deane, Q.C., and Dr. Spinks appeared 
on Friday last week for the petitioner; Mr. 
Henry James for the respondent. Dr. Deane 
said that the petitioner in this case, Miss Victoire 
Balfe, had presented a petition praying that her 
marriage with Sir John Fiennes Crampton should 
be declared null and void. There was nothing 
unusual in the facts; they were of an ordinary 
description in cases of this kind. The petitioner, 
Miss Victoire Balfe, was married to Sir John 
Fiennes Crampton on the 30th of March, 1860, at 
the Ambassador’s Chapel in St. Petersburg, the 
respondent being the Envey Extraordinary and 
Ambassador at that Court. About three months 
after that marriage the petitioner came to Eng- 
land with Sir John F. Crampton, and after re- 
maining for a short time, went back to St. Peters- 
burg. About a year afterwards she returned to 
England again without the respondent, on account 
of her health, and remained about five months, 
and again returned to St. Petersburg. They then 
went to Madrid, and in April last they proceeded 
to Paris, where her father, hearing that she was 
snffering from ill-health, came to her and brought 
her to England. The petitioner now asked this 
Court to declare the marriage void on the grounds 
of the respondent’s impotency. Evidence having 
been given to the satisfaction of the Court, the 
marriage was declared null and void.

AND DRAMATIC REVIEW.

Mr. E. T. Smirx announces his intention to open 
Mr. Bovcicautt’s Theatre Royal, Westminster, at 
Christmas, under the old, better known and more 
highly respected, name of AsTLEY’s; and, in the 
meantime he advertises for anentire company. We 
avail ourselves of the occasion to make a few re- 
marks on the organization of our London theatrical 
companies, and, generally, on the characterof London 
theatrical management. It appears to us that, for 
the most part, the London managers are hardly up 
to their work. They are distinguished by an almost 
boundless capacity for change ; but of fixed princi- 
ples of action they give scarcely any sign. They 
are “‘ everything by turns, and nothing long.” Let 
A. achieve a great success by the production of a 
particular kind of entertainment, and B, C. D. and 
the rest of the managerial alphabet, are anxiously 
possessed by the idea of following A’s example, In 
five cases out of six they have none of the means and 
appliances which A. has commanded, and the ju- 
dicious use of which may have helped him, in the 
largest degree, to obtain the envied triumph. To 
come to the point: During the last three years 
there have been several ‘‘successes” of an altogether 
unusual character,— The Colleen Bawn, Peep o’ Day, 
The Duke's Motto, and Mr. Tom Taywor’s Ticket-of- 
Leave Man, The success of these 

managers to produce imitations of each of them; but 
in not one case, that we can call to mind, was there 
exhibited anything but the feeblest and most un- 
successful competition. The original Colleen Bawn, 
to put a strong example, wag played at various 
London theatres with results almost ludicrously 
contradicting the wild popularity which the piece 
had attained at the Adelphi. Here 
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companies employed in working it out; the blame 
rested with the managers who sect them to do work 
for which the were in no way qualified. This brings 
us right to the point to which these observations 
are directed. To do anything well, specially quali- 
fied skill is requisite. The fault of the present 
system of theatrical management appears ts us to be 
the absence of fixed principles of action. Strictly 
speaking, and as a rule, there is no organization in 
the formation of theatrical companies. Looking at the 
entire round of our metropolitan theatres, we do not 
find one complete company: complete, that is, with 
reference to the class of performance upon which it 
is mostly employed. This is no new deficiency, we 
are well aware; but it is one that has at all times 
been detrimental to the interests of the stage and 
the drama, and it is one that is entirely within the 
province of managers for correction. Whatever 
difference of opinion there may be as regards the 
character of the dramas produced at the Lyceum by 
Mr. Fecurter, we think it hardly disputable that, in 
point of acting, they have been produced with 
remarkable completeness. The Colleen Bawn, upon 
its first production at the Adelphi, was remarkable 
for the same characteristic, Mr. Fatconer’s almost 
strangely popular Peep o' Day, though never so 
perfectly played as the two pieces we have just 
named, was yet strongly and evenly acted through- 
out. The most perfectly acted picce of late years, 
however, we hold to be The Ticket-of-Leave Man, at 
the Olympic. Every part in this piece is in capable 
hands; and the results produced are worthy of the 
most careful attention of theatrical managers. The 
public care little for particular theatres; their 
favourite actors, or any extraordinarily pleasing 
piece, will draw them to any theatre; but, going as 
they do for amusement, they will inevitably gravi- 
tate towards the most attractive centres. These 
centres will always be wherever the best perform- 
ances, after their kind, are to be found. Those who 
prefer burlesque acting will go to the Strand or to 
the New Royalty, in preference to any other theatres 
where it is known that no special arrangements are 
made for the complete presentment of any class of 
entertainment. The idea of several of the London 
managers appears to be that, having one or two 
members of their companies capable of performing in 
a given kind of entertainment, it is their policy to 
turn these capabilities to account, whenever there 
may seem to be a tendency on the part of the public 
to foster the given entertainment at other theatres 
than their own. Asarule, their practice is abortive 
in every sense, and the theatre is lowered in charac- 
ter by every one of their failures, We desire not to 
point our remarks at any particular manager, and we 
earnestly wish to speak in the interest of all t 
theatres of London—the solid prosperity of whi 
we shall always study to promote, both a 
special and general grounds. Looking to the 
successes of recent date, we observe the results of a 
principle of universal application in stage manage- 
ment, using the term in its general, and not in its 
technical and limited, sense. All these successes 
had their foundation in the extraordinary finish and 
completeness of the piece presented ; and we hold 
that, in degree, like results will always follow like 
treatment. Scores of pieces of various kinds are 
yearly put upon the stage apparently without rhyme 
or reason; worthless, as dramas, they ought never 
to have been accepted, or, if not worthless from a 
literary point of view, totally unfitted for the com- 
panies who are made to represent them. The first 
thought of a theatrical manager should be the pur- 
poses of his management. Let him elect the kind 
of drama he is best qualified to conduct, and then let 
him devote all the means he can command towards 
its perfect presentment. Good pieces of every class 
can always be had, and these, well acted, but not 
otherwise, will ensure him a fair share of the public 
patronage from year’s end to year’s end. It 
is the feeble, shifty, unsystematic management. of 
theatres —well exemplified in the practice 
of actors who take theatres for short 
never comes to good; but the suecess, om.

Srranp THEarre.— Patient Penelope, or the 
Return of Ulysses,” produced at this theatre on 
Wednesday evening, is one of the sprightliest 
little Extravaganzas that have been brought out 
under the Swanborough régime. Indeed, since 
the exquisitely tasteful productions of a like cha. 
racter which Messrs. Planché and Charles Dance 
used to write for the Olympic, in the days of 
Madame Vestris’s management, we have had 
nothing half so good in its way. According to the 
gallant notification of the author, it is founded 
upon 2 French piece, entitled, “Le Retour d’ Ulysse;” 
but the fun with which it bubbles over is so en. 
tirely Mr. F. C. Burnand’s own that we cannot 
suppose him to have been indebted to the French 
original for more than the basis of his plot.. His 
characters are only four in number, Ulysses (Mr. 
George Honey), Penelope (Miss Ada Swanborongh), 
Eurymachus (Miss Maria Simpson), and Medon 
(Mr. Charles Fenton). Of course the story turns 
upon the difficulties that arise out of Penelope's 
uncertain state of mind as to the existence of 
her absent lord, pressed as she is by the attentions 
of numerous eligible suitors. Things have gone 
so far on the opening of the piece that we find her 
preparing to say “yes” to the importunate suit of 
Eurymachus, who has cut out all his rivals. At 
this delicate point, Ulysses in the guise, or rather 
disguise, of Jem Baggs, returns and comes upon 
the scene, which, “‘ with a view to the elevation of 
the drama,” as Mr. Burnand exclaims in the bill, 
“is, supposed to take ‘place in the attic story of 
Penelope's house.” Explanations forced from 
Medon, an old servant, at the muzzle of the smallest 
pocket pistol ever used for stage purposes, inform 
Ulysses as to how the land lies at home. He makes 
up his mind to appear before his erring spouse as 
his own ghost, which he does 2 V'ombre chinoise, 
This is the culminating point of the piece, and 
produces the most. comical effect imaginable.

DRAGONETTI AND THE LANDLORD.—So many 
qualifications must be concentrated in one man, 
in order to form the consummate artist, that gene- 
rations elapse without giving to the world more 
than one Malibran, one Paganini, one Dragonetti. 
There must be the early predilection; the physical 
conformation; the talent of aptitude ; the zeal and 

wer to apply; the tone, the execution, the feel- 
ing, the expression. Inthe caseof Dragonetti the 
personal peculiarities were striking in the ex- 
treme. The confirmation even of his hand was 
remarkable, the fingers being disproportionately 
large, muscular, and knobby—they were indeed a 
bundle of muscles, and yet withal pulpy and soft 
to the pressure. This amazing strength of finger 
may no doubt be accounted for by the gymnastic 
training he and Mestrino, a celebrated violinist, 
were wont to give themselves in their early years. 
These two friends, incited by the love of their 
art, and the desire for fame, commenced a series 
of studies together, at the house of Dragonetti, 
consisting of scientific exercises for their several 
instruments; there they practised many hours a 
day, employing a considerable portion of the time 
in making practical experiments upon music not 
adapted to the violin or double-bass. To these 
exercises they added the composition of “ Capric- 
cii,” in which they introduced passages of unusual 
difficulty; and these labours occurred when our 
hero was under fourteen years of age. No won- 
der, then, that this early exercise, combined with 
natural muscular power and energy, should have 
given him, in after years, the grip of a tiger when 
clenching the strings of his instrument. He was 
long a resident in this country, and many amusing 
stories are yet extant of the extraordinary nature 
of his powers.

That which struck 
the audience more forcibly than anything else, was 
the singular contrast between Mr. Brooke and 
Mr. Coleman, and the new reading which the latter 
gave to the character of Iago. During the first 
part of the tragedy, Iago was converted into a 
blustering, roystering character; and instead of the 
cool, subtle villain which Iago, according to general 
acceptation, is supposed to be, Mr. Coleman made 
him passionate and loud-spoken. On the other 
hand, Mr. Brooke was comparatively tame, and 
only towards the close did he show that savagery 
which the Moor allows to owerpower his better 
feelings. It will be seen by the address which 
Mr. Brooke spoke at the close of the performance, 
that he laments the want of a large theatre in 
Leeds, and there is no doubt that, in his case, 
the want was sensibly felt. He delivered the fol- 
lowing parting address :— 

** LADIES AND GEnTLEMEN,—I feel it would be an 
act of discourtesy on my part if I did not express my 
acknowledgments of the compliments you have paid 
me this evening. Many years ago, (I will not say how 
many, for it is of no use going into details), I came to 
Leeds a little boy, and was introduced to the public by 
Mr. Downe, then manager of this circuit; my early 
efforts were rewarded by your approbation and en- 
couragement, which proved a stimulant to future ex- 
ertions, and I am proud to say that some years ago I 
achieved what I so long coveted—a place in the firat 
rank of the members of my profession. 

**T have been very successful abroad in one point of 
view, and unsuccessful in another, and am now about 
to return and endeavour to retrieve my lost fortunes, 
trusting that I shall carry with me your good wishes. 
regret that you have long wanted a large theatre, 
one worthy of the vast population of this great com- 





mercial town, and I do hope that on my return (God 
willing) I may see one, and a right manager in his 
right place, 

‘Ladies and gentlemen, I may well fcel proud of 
the compliment that has been paid me by my profes- 
sional brothers and sisters and the public, and thank- 
ing that public for the hearty welcome and kindness 
of which I have hitherto been a recipient, I most re-

THEATRICAL ORDERS. 


Bow-streeT.—Mr. William Miller, licensed vic- 
tualler, Duke’s Head, Putney, was brought before 
Mr. Corrie, under the following circumstances :— 
Mr. Frederic Balsir Chatterton, joint manager 
with Mr. Edmund Falconer, of the THEATRE 
Roya, Drury-lane, stated that shortly after seven 
o’clock on Monday evening the defendant came to 
him and said that he had orders for two, and that 
he wanted to know why they were not admitted. 
The witness, on looking at the orders, saw that 
they had been given to persons for exhibiting the 
bills of the theatre. They had been originally 
issued for “Monday, Nov. 3 that date having 
been written in, in the handwriting of the clerk, 
but a figure “3” had since been added, so as to 
make the date appear to be “ Monday Nov. 23.” 
The witness told the prisoner that it was a benefit 
night, when the management had no power to give 
the privilege of admission to any person whatever. 
The defendant then said he should not leave the 
theatre, and commenced making a disturbance. 
The witness remonstrated with him, and begged 
him to go away quietly, but he continued to make 
a noise until witness found it necessary to go for a 
policeman. The witness again begged the defen- 
dant to go away quietly, and on his continued 
refusal gave him in cuatody for creating a disturb- 
ance in the theatre. 
Other witnesses confirmed this evidence. 
The defendant said he was not aware that the 
orders had been altered. They had been given to 
him by a friend, now present, who had been 
equally deceived. Any warmth of temper was 
owing to the natural indignation he felt at the 
admission being refnsed. 
Mr. Clark, a commercial traveller, stated that he 
had given the orders to Mr. Miller. He had 
received them from a person whose name he 
mentioned. 
Mr. Corrie remarked that Mr. Chatterton was 
justified in the course he had taken, but it was 
clear there was.a mistake. Mr. Miller was 
discharged, and was perfectly free from any 
imputation.

JORDAN v. GIBBON. 


This was an action against Colonel Gibbon, 
arising out of a difference between Mr. and 
Mrs. Jordan, in which Mr. Dion Boucicault was 
said to be implicated. The plaintiff sued the 
defendant for giving him into custody in a house 
in Pall Mall, in which Mrs. Jordan (who was living 
separate from her husband) was lodging on the 
second floor, and the defendant was lodging on 
the third floor. On the trial the jury found a 
verdict for the plaintiff, damages 251. The Lord 
Chief Justice was dissatisfied with the verdict,
